All 
through their numbers the effect of 
the careful training and study are 
plainly apparent. 
The time is per­ 
fect, the manipulation skilled and the 
harmony entrancing. 
Mr. Vaughn, 
the leaeer, is a musician in more than 
one sense, for not only is his work 
w ith the bar jos remarkable, but he is a 
composer as well, as was demonstrat­ 
ed when “ The 
College Two Step,5’ 
which is his own composition, was 
played. 
This piece has also b en 
arranged for the piano and is as tune­ 
fu l when played on that instrument as 
at is on the banjos.

Five minutes time is allowed in 
booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum, to assist the voter in making his 
ballot, can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must no be 
shown so that any person can see how it is marked by the voter. 
After it is marked it 
should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so the printed endorsements an'3 sig­ 
natures of the ballot clerks en the outside may be seen, 
The voter should pass out of the 
booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, and pass out of the voting 
place. 
A voter, who declares to the presiding officer, that he is unable to read, cr by rea­ 
son of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have the : ssistance of one or 
two election officers in marking same, to be chosen by the voter. 
Ti e presiding officer may 
administer an oath, in his discretion, as to such porson’s disability.
